On the Ist Ootober the Acting Secratary 
addressed the following letter‘to Mr Crook, 
Sanitary Surveyor — hoe 

‘In reply to your Jetier of 24th ultimo, 
enclosing a letter which you ‘had received 
from Messrs Danby, Leigh and Oranga 
upon the subject of tho working of the 
drainage bye-laws, I havé the honour to in- 
form you that your letter has been aub- 
mitted to the Board and referred by ita 
direction to Messrs Danby, Leigh and 
Orange for any observations they might 
have to make’ upon thé subjéct. Further 
eommuanicationa having been received from 
them, as also from. Messrs Palmer sud 
Turner, in this sonnection, I sm now 
directed to refer the whole correspondence 
back to yonracl£ with request that you 
will offer such rematka upon tha matter 
as may suRgest themselvaato your comsidera- 
tion.

THE WAR CORRESPONDENT. 

Ta ‘ Literary Success: A Guide te Practi- 
cal Journolism,’ Mr 4, Arthur Reade, the 
woll-known writer on journalistic: aubjests, 
gives the following interesting partioulors, 
Since ‘Literary Success’ was published, 
Mr Cameron, of the Standard, and two 
confrires wate killed in, one of the xarebas 
on the march from Karti to Khartoum to 
relieve Chinese Gordon :— 

Journalistic enterprise has produced 
several curious developments during the 
last few years. Foremost among them 
must be placed the War Oorrespondent, 
Not until the years 1849-1850 had battles 
heon desctibed in the newspapers specially 
by men deapatohed for that purpose, From 
the time of the Danish war, deactibed by 
De William Howard Russell, who is re. 
garded as the pioneer of war cotreapon- 
doute, the Times had tho Séld almost 
entirely to itself until the ontbreak of the 
Franco-Garman war in 1870; when Mr 
Archibald Forbes came to the front, and 
assisted very materially to take the for- 
tones of the Daily News, while at the same 
time he earned for himself the title of the 
* prince of newspaper correspondents.’ 

- Prosiding at 9 compliments 

given to Mr Forbes by his brother fot 
lists in December, 1877, Mr Sala said that, 
comparatively speaking, seven yoara ago Mr 
Forbes was an unknown man; but since 
then, by hist wonderful power of” word- 
paiotin., by his minute faculty of componi- 
tion, his rare and racy humour, by the 
strict honour and integrity with which he 
had: performed hia laborious work, and, 
more than all, by the ‘persodal courage, 
pluck, and endurance which ho had shown, 
he had won ono of the highest positions 
which is poasible for au English journalist. 

Mr Forbes had, of course, an advantage 
over some other correspondents. ‘ Besides 
having had a university education, he bad 
sorved five years in a regiment af Dragoone. 
* An aacholar he buraed to be a dragoon ; 
asa dragoon he could not forget his literary 
tastes. Reading in every loisare hour all 
the technical works be could find in tha 
barrack library, he, like many men who 
write well, felt the necessity of writing oa 
his own account.’ Success crowning hia 
efforts at magazine-writing, he exchanged 
the eword for the pen. Mr Forbes haa re- 
contly told (the Haglish Illustrated Maga- 
azine, April, 1884), the story of how he 
became a war correspondent; and it ja 
unnecossary, therefore, to do mure than 
refer to one or two points forthe sake of 
completenssr. As tho ranks of war corres- 
pondents are not unfrequently recruited 
from the Parliamentary: reporters, it is 
clear that a militsry training is not an 
absolute condition of success as a war cor- 
respondent ; but it is quite obvious that a 
good knowledge of languages and a strong 
body aro cssential. Mr Forbes considers & 
war correspondent should be s Mezzofanti 
au regards language, qualified to ride any- 
thing from a giraffe to a rat, and to be 
totally above such trifles as reflection and 
sleep. Every war correapondent, he adds,. 
must have been imprisoned several times, 
He had himself been thus lodged it France, 
Spain, Austria, Armenia, and Bulgerin; 
and could nat recommend any of thozecoun- 
tries from this point of view.

J have 
bad aeme close shaves, of couras; Lut was 
only wounded twice, and then slightly, 
although I was once left for desd in the 
atreet at the hands of aParis mob.’ 

Other famous spesials have not been 90 
sneceasfol. Mr Ogle, a Tises correspon- 
dent, wan shot by a Turk ; Mr MacGahan, 
of the Daily News, died of typhus fever at 
Constantinople, and Mr E:' O'Donovan, 
who was also employed by tha Daily News, 
went to the Sondan in Novémber, 1883, 
aod hasnever returned, The ‘baby of war 
correspondents’ is Frank Scudamore, who 
in eaid to owe hia appointment on the Zimes 
not leas to bis pluck aod ‘go’ than to bis lin- 
guistic attainments.

These include a 
good deal of French, a good deal of modern 
Greek, a considerable smattering of Ger- 
man, Italiso, Turkish, and Arabic, together 
with an acqaaintance with human nature 
which can agarcely bo apquired in'any other 
locality. If a man has health, strength 
pluck and ‘nous,’ this is the beat pomsible 
outfit for s war correspondent. It is 
unnecessary to enlarge upon the work of 
Mr Cameron, of the Standard, Mr Mac- 
kenzie Wallece, of the Times, of Oolonel 
Colburne, who suceceded Mr 0" se 
correspondent of the Daily New in ‘the 
Soudan, who has recently published an 
account of his strange experiences under 
the title of ‘With Hicke Pesha in the Bou- 
dan’ ; and others who have wep fame.in this 
field of enterprise.

to point out that the agreement as to the de 
fimitationa of the Niger-Lake Tohad zone of 
French influence is part and parcet of the 
Anglo-French Madagascar Convention of 6th 
August 1890. Therefore, the Madagascar 
Deadlock, which threatens to end ao mana- 
cingly to British interests in the Eust, should 
be included in the Anglo-French. disoussion 
over Africa. Expecially, as France hag not, as 
Sir Charles Dilke has said, any basis for ber 

retensions, either in fact or treaty-law, over 

adagoscar, The Anglo-French Madagascar 
Convention is an unwarrantable over-riding 
of the rights of an independent nation, the 
Malagasy. And the need for its revision ie, 
stnoreover, made manifest by the South 
African, Indian and Australian newspapers 
being, from the standpuinta of trade routes 
and coast menaces, emphatid in their protest 
against Kogland acquiescing in any of the 
splendid and numerous hsrbours of Mada 
gasoar coming into French possesion or 
under French control. 


THE DARK CLOUD IN THE 
EASTERN TRADE, 

The following is an extract from an artisla 
in the Glasgow Herald writtes by a Hong- 
kong correspondent prior to the outbreak of 
hostilities between China snd Japan :— 

In the Far East at the present moment 
thera are in progress great changes which 
cannot but exercise very matorial influence on 
the industrial and commercial life of Europe, 
and principally of Groat Britain, since that 
is where the bulk of the Rastern trade cen- 
tres. The continued appreciation of gold in 
relation to silver is bound to hare a: prejudi- 
cial effect on the trade of Great Britain, -for 
it means that tho silver-uting consumer has 
to pay away more of his silver ‘for Britiah 
produsts, and therefore he will try to deal 
eluowhere ; and, of coures, to some extent 
he will have to.send his gooda fo the same 
pioos whence be draws his imports, by way 
vf exchange or. barter. 
threa years the prices of European 
goods in tho East have steadily increased, 
juntil now it takes double the number of 
dollars or rupeos that need to be required ip 
1890 to buy anything of origin ina gold- 
naing country. ‘The home people now got 
twice as much tea, or rics, or silk, or other 
Eantern produce as they used to get in re- 
tarn for their fabrics and manufactured 
goods of every kind ; but no attempt appears 
to be made in the direction of ‘evening-up,’ 
and sv the natural reault ie that the Britis! 
export trade to the East is aa nearly 
as possible at o standstill, and the ut- 
most efforts are being made on all 
sides to dispense with British manu- 
factures and replace them by setting up 
loca] industries, Japan is already going 
ahead in this divection, almost too rapidly for 
the limited resources of tha conotry ; China 
is slower to move, being still stubbornly op- 
posed to Western ways. Once local preju- 
dices are overcome, the establishment of 
milla will become as general in China 
as it is growing in Japan, and that will 
be a cad day for the British workman, 
hard pressed as he is already by the Ger. 
man, It ia a manifest though regrettable 
fact that Britain ig beooming less snd less 
able to hold her own io the race of com, 
petition ; it is a0 question of free trade or of 
fair trade, for we are pow referring to the
